Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated Alidina does not disclose the tracing back is done in 
two clock cycles as stated in claim 44 and Alidina does not disclose the additional details stated in claims 45 and 51 . 
The examiner will review the reference and either point to the corresponding sections in Alidina that teach the 
limitations or update the search. The examiner believes the limitations of claims 45 and 51 are not taught by the 
reference but needs to review Alidina in more detail. These points will be discussed in Applicant's next response. 
Applicant propsed adding the term "simultaniously" to claim 8 to overcome the previous rejection of claim 8. The 
combination used in the rejection of claim 1 was discussed and will be presented in the remarks in Applicant's next 
response. Claim 19 also was discussed in the interview. An additional reference teaching the storing of a duplicate 
copy of the registers will be provided to show evidence of obviousness if requested in Applicant's next response.
